Regarding claims 1, 4 and 8, the applicant argued that, "...Boese does not disclsoes. .listening to point code.. .is received... applicant 
disagress that the link status, time intervals, or routing lables are MTP level 1 arameter values.." in page 6-8. 

In response to applicant's argument, the examiner respectfully disagrees with the argument above. 

Boese discloses aruged limitations in final action page 2-5. Boese furthe disclsoes a given combination of said MTP Level-1 parameter 
values (see col. 17, line 45 to col. 18, line 15; see col. 14, line 30-67; a combined LSSU and MSU is sent over the MTP link for a 
given/predefine/preset parameter values (i.e. link status of alignment bit stream, time intervals, and/or a routing label values), which are 
MTP level 1 functional characteristic of transmission channel and signaling link and a specific transmission method). 

It is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., what are MTP-1 parameter values) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
